Tentative grades for cannery toma­ 
toes have been formulated by the 
Toited States Department of Agricul­ 
ture for the purpose of providing a 
basis for agreements and purchases of 
raw material used in the manufacture 
of canned tomatoes and tomato prod­ 
ucts. 
It Is hoped that the use of spe­ 
cific standards 
will 
produce better 
business relations between 
m a n u f a c ­ 
turers and growers, and ultimately re­ 
sult in a measurable improvement in 
rite quality of the stock delivered to 
the cannery, 
The principal of standardization I* 
I now firmly established and becomes 
I more popular each year, the depart­ 
ment says. Grades are widely used In 
the buying and selling of farm ere; ‘ 
and are now considered a necessary 
feature of any well-ordered system of 
marketing. It Is felt that grades prob­ 
ably can he made applicable to most* 
if not ail. of the fruits and vegetables 
grown for cannery purposes. 
No Standard Grades. 
TTp to the present time there has 
been no standard grades for cannery 
tomatoes. 
Spine manufacturers have 
endeavored to buy on more or less 
definite specifications, but there has 
Im en little unff> r dry in the termin' I- 
ngy and application of such locally 
d r a w Standards. 
Establishment of 
federal grades will enable all canners 
to buy on a quality basis and enable 
growers to sell 
tomatoes 
at 
prices 
commensurate with the quality deliv­ 
ered, the department says. 
Success of the department** system 1 
of grading cannery crops seems to de­ 
pend largely upon die establishment 
of definite gradations in price to con­ 
form with the variations in quality 
and condition, it is pointed out. 
Such 
price gradations will furnish a stim­ 
ulus to the grower to strive to d e li v e r 
only a high quality product, in order 
to secure the attendant premium. 
A 
fair basis for discounting deliveries of 
low-grade tomatoes will also discour­ 
age the grower from delivering low- 
grade stock, and bring about a marked 
improvement in the quality of the to­ 
matoes grown and harvested.

grower who finds that he Is unable 
to produce tomatoes that will grade

HOLDING POTATOES 
FOR LATE PLANTING. 
The sprouting of seed .potatoes is 
retarded by storing them in a light 
place or keeping them in cold storage 
whore the temperature can be held 
below IO degree*. In ordinary storage 
collars* where the temperature rises 
in the spring, the tubers sprout ex­ 
cessively and become badly shriveled 
and are in poor condition for planting. 
If stored in the light the sprouts are 
short and thick and the skin of the 
tubers becomes 
green and leathery. 
This is frequently called sunsprouting 
but a light room is just as satisfactory 
as direct sunlight, says John Bushnell, 
potato specialist of the Ohio Experi­ 
ment Station. 
Ii is a good practice to move the 
-eed potatoes from the cellar as soon 
us severe frosts are over and spread 
them in a thin layer on the barn loft 
or some 
similar 
place. 
This, 
Mr. 
Bushnell continues, 
is a most satis­ 
factory way of handling seed for June 
planting and certified 
seed, 
which 
should never be left long in the sacks 
when received in the spring.
